Were   Investigating  Unsatisfactory 
Conditions — Gas  Explo- 
sion Oceors. 


Pittsburg,  Jaa.  26.— WTille  Superin- 
tendent J.  O.  Logan  and  a  party  of 
miners  were  InTeatigating  conditions 
which  had  been  nnsathifactory  in  the 
coal  mine  of  the  Merchants'  Ck>ai 
company,  at  Boswell,  Somerset  coun- 
ty, a  gas  explosion  occurred  which 
has  ahready  cOst  the  Ufa  of  one  man 
and  may  result  In  the  death  <tf  a 
dozen  more. 

Because  of  ♦he  anticipated  trouble 
the  night  shift  was  not  permitted  to 
enter  the  mine,  and  thus  the  lives  of 
many  men  were  spared.

This  is  the  trst  Tlslt  of  tha^naaa- 
sake  of  the  wrecked  warship,  and  her 
coming  excited  great  interest,  not 
only  among  Americans  but  among  all 
classes  of  the  residents,  who  lined 
the  harbor  walls  froo^* 
tery,  opposite  Mor^ 
wharf,  off  which  the  C-^r,^,-7«i  oattle- 
ships  are  moored  to  anchorage  buoys 
within  a  few  hundred  yards  of  the 
tangled  mass  of  steel  and  the  old 
flighting  top,  the  visible  remnants  oC 
the  vessel  destroyed  Feb.  15.  1S9S. 

Occasional  'applause  and  son* 
cheering  greeted  the  ships,  bat  for 
the'  most  part  the  Cubans  looked  oa 
silently.

"I  once  lost  a  good  patient,  who  was 
always  ailing,  by  cnttiufr  off  his  daily 
raomin;^  tuii,"  say.s  Dr.  Clarke.  "He 
grew  strong  and  put  on  weight,  and 
it  is  one  of  his  delights  to  shock  his 
friendl  by  telling  them  how  many 
years  It  Is  since  be  had  a  ballhf*  - 

Too  much  soaping  and  scrubbing,  ac- 
cording to  Dr.  CSarke,  remove  the  lu- 
bricating material  secfvted  In  the 
glands  of  the  sklni  to  make  it  soft  and 
supple,  and  the  removal  leaves  the 
skin  more  sensitive  to  atmospheric 
( -ha  u  ires. 

The  skin  Is  a  self  cleansing  organ. 
i;y  soaking  the  body  the  self  cleans 
ing  cells  absorb  water,  swell  up  and 
die. 

"One  has  only  to  rub  oneself  after  a 
bath  and  they  come  off  in  little  rolls. 
These  do  not  consist  of  dirt,  as  is  the 
popular  idea,  but  of  dead  skin  cells.  I 
often  tell  people  that  it  is  quite  pos- 
sible for  them  to  wash  themselves 
dhiy.

An  Unusual  Feminine  Occupation  Fol- 
lowed In  Paraguay.  Jk 

The  butchers  in  all  parts  of  ParsRiay 
are  women.  In  the  publi<-  slaughter 
houses  the  cattle  are  disi)at(  Iietl  by 
men.  This  is  the  only  part  of  the  work 
done  by  men.  The  animal  is  skinned 
ur.d  otherwise  prei»aivd  by  women  who 
are  dexterous  in  the  use  of  the  saw 
ar.d  knife.  It  is  served  out  to  the  cus- 
tomers by  women— not  generally  by 
weight,  but  by  the  piece— and  the  price 
Is  very  low. 

Women  of  all  ages  set  the  part  'of 
bt^tchers.  Some  are  young  and  pretty, 
ol'iers  old  and  wrinkled.  The  v»oraen 
are  great  bargainers  and  keen  to  pull 
a  new  arrival  almost  to  pieces  in  the 
hope  of  se<  uring  his  custom.  These 
Women  butchers  <';irn  good  wages,  and 
m:iny  of  those  in  business  ou  tl.cir 
own  account  ac(piire  modest  fortimes. 

The  crui^;'  <>f  this  state  of  thiii'-is  is 
the  heroic  iv.ir  waucd  by  Paraguay 
more  than  thirty  years  ago  against 
the  ((verwheliiiing  f(»rees  of  Brazil,  the 
Argentine  Republic  and  Uruguay  com- 
bined. This  war,  which  la^rted  five 
years,  bore  many  similar  points  of  re- 
semblance- to  the  recent  Boer  war.  It 
ended  In  the  almost  total  annihilation 
of  the  ablebodled  male  population  of 
the  country.

Vv'henever  iKjssible,  one  should  mend 
woolen  clothing  with  the  ravelings  of 
t!ie  goods.  This  makes  a  nrach  neater 
mend,  and  If  neatly  done  the  rent  will 
be  almost  invisible^ 

When  sewing  a  collar  to  a  waist  do 
not  allow  any  fullness  to  occur  across 
t!ie  back  of  the  waist,  unless  the  waist 
is  designcii  for  it.  If  the  neck  has 
stretclied  a  little  and  is  too  large  for 
the  band  It-t  the  fullness  come  from 
the  front  of  the  waist  to  a  llttia  in 
front  of  the  shoulder  seam. 

For  a  handy  needlebook  a  piece  of 
blue  satin  ribl>on  eight  inches  long  and 
two  Inches  wide  is  pointed  at  each 
end  and  finished  with  a  small  blue  silk 
tassel.  It  Is  then  stitchM  to  a  second 
piece  of  rfi>bon '  tha  same  siae  aod 
sewed  across  to  f<Mnn  tiiree  small 
needle  pockets.

lawns.  But  this  lack  of  means  should 
not  discourage  the  average  man,  for 
there  Is  no  reason  why  his  home 
sfaotiid  not  be  beautiful.  There  are 
homes  where  we  see  these  improve- 
ments, yet  there  may  be  an  element  of 
beauty  lacking  to  ttiose  who  love  beau: 
ty  for  beauty's  sake.  Cleanliness, 
good  taste  and  a  certain  Amount  of 
pri(!e  must  be  seen  or  beauty  wiir  be 
lucking.  There  .is  a  lack  of  taste  and 
management  in  some  country  homes 
to  be  deplored. 

We  SCO  country  homes,  one  after  an- 
other, almost  entirely  without  Cowers. 
Sometimes  we  judge  It  is  because  the 
Women  do  not  have  time  to  care  for 
them,  but  more,  of  ten  we  believe  it  is 
because  of  the-  Isick  of  love  for  flowers 
that  they  are  missing,  saya  Mrs.  E.  V. 
Crorflon  of  Lamar  county.  Tex.,  in  the 
Farin  and  Banch.  Every  home  should 
have  its  flowers.  Que  should  take 
time  to  care  tov*a  few  at  least,  it  re- 
quires very  little  time  to  plant  and 
cure  for  a  l  ardy  flower,  and  that  flow- 
er will  afford  pleasure  and  beauty  for 
Liany  days  in  the  year.  P'lowers  ap- 
peal to  our  finer  taste,  and  in  the  cul- 
tivation of  them  we  become  more  re- 
fined. The  front  yard  should  have  good 
walks  and  well  arranged  flower  beds, 
and  these  should  be  kept  clear  of 
weeds  and  grass  if  possible.  Tha  back 
yard  8houl4  never  be  neglected.  It  is 
just  us  Important  a  factor,  if  not  more 
so.  in  the  everyday  life  of  the  home- 
maker  as  the  front  yard.  All  weeds 
and  rubbish  shoiild  be  removed  and 
trees  and  flowers  of  value  planted. 

It  has  been  our  lot  to  be  thrown  into 
some  communities  wiiere  the  average 
farmer  greatly  neglected  the  appear- 
ance of  his  farm  and  seemed  to  be  pos- 
sessed with  a  don't  care  tli:  position 
and  to  be  endowed  with  very  poor 
ideas  of  refiuemeat. 

There  Is  so  much  left  undone  which 
could  be  done  with  profit  and  added 
comfort  Our  farms  would  be  much 
more  attnctlTe  If  all  fence  rows, 
orchards  and  back  lots  wen  kept 
clear  of  weeds  and  grass.  Gates  and 
bam  doors  should  be  well  made  and 
hinged,  not  propped.  Fence  wires 
where  they  are  loose  at  every  other 
post  should  be  sUipled  up.

Lincoln  as  a  Lawyer 


Great  Before  a  Jury  and 
Successful  Before  JudiJes. 
His  Unwillingness  to  Take 
an  Uniust  Case  J»  Jim

ONE  of  tlie  first  books  read  by 
Mr.  Lincoln  was  tbe  **Stat- 
utes  of  Indiana."  ajid  bis  bi- 
Qgrapliers  aver  that  be  de- 
Toured  It  with  as  niucl)  eaj^erness  as 
most  boys  read  •■Ki>I)inson  Crusoe."  I 
iQust  bo  excused  if  I  express  ray 
doubts  ou  this  subject.  It  luay  be 
that  ycnii!^'  Lincoln  read  the  statutes 
Id  questiou  with  interest  because  of 
the  lack  of  anything'  else  to  read,  but 
I  know  the  genus  boy  too  well  to  be 
licve  that  any  member  of  it  would  de- 
sert tlie  "Arablaii  Nights'*  for  the  le- 
sal  enactments  of  the  state  of  Indiana. 
Tlie  literary  rank  of  Indiana  Is  de- 
servedly hi|;b,  and  some  of  ber  bad- 
ding  aathoTs  may  hare  been  writing 
her  laws  at  this  time,  but  even  so 
there  are  certain  limitations  due  to  the 
phras(V)lfi<;y  and  subject  inattfer  which 
would  prevent  them  from  havin;?  the 
charm  of  a  Dickeii.s  or  tlie  descri5)tive 
powers  of  a  IIU{;o.  It  is  hard  to  urov 
eloquent  with  every  third  word  aTi 
"aforesaid."  The  regrular  Indiana  nov- 
elist would  find  handicaps  in  going  his 
littfary  pace  while  trying  to  prevent- 
er to  create— loopholes  for  the  race  of 
laitfyers.  Therefore  that  tale  of  Lin- 
eoln  and  the  Indiana  statutes  must 
"be  classed  with  Washington  and  tbe 
cherry  tree.  They  are  fine  stories,  but 
they  do  violence  to  tbe  well  known 
character  of  the  American  boy. 

There  Is  not  the  s'iiihtest  t|ueslion 
however,  that  Abe  did  read  the  stat 
utes  of  Indiana  at  an  nf;e  which  in 
most  cases  would  have  proved  fatal 


yielding  on -a  point  be  considered  vital. 
N(H»e  could  be  more  conciliatory  and 
pliable  oh  mere  matters  of  every  day. 

One  other  notable  trait  in  Lincoln 
the  lawyer  was  his  neglect  to  charge 
large  fees.  His  bills  were  always 
moderate,  so  much  so  that  he  created 
murmurs  among  his  brother  attorneys. 
The  desire  for  gain  ip  a  money  way 
seemed  totally  lacking  in  his  makeup. 
Often  with  poor  clients  he  would  ac- 
cept nothing  at  all.  At  other  times 
his  charges  were  nominaL  In  the  vast^ 
majority  of  cases  they  seemed  pltii> 
fully  small,  even  for  his  own  day. 
Lincoln  was  a  first  claiss  lawyerl  uni- 
versally so  recognised,  one  of  the  best 
at  the  Illinois  bar.  He  was  retained 
In  some  of  the  biggest  ^-ases  and  by 
some  of  the  lari;esl  interests  in  the 
state.  Ilis  riuKlerate  fees,  therefore, 
were  unnecessary.  They  grew  out  of 
the  very  temperament  sad  natare  of 
the  man. 

By  far  the  ujost  notable  trait  In  Lin- 
coln as  a  lawyer,  however,  was  his 
unwillingness  to  take  an  mijnst  case. 
In  numeroQs  instances  he  refused  out- 
ri^t  to  enter  into  such  suits.  At  oth- 
er times.  If  he  found  he  was  on  the 
wrong  side,  the  spirit  seemed  to  go 
out  of  him.  and  he  would  practically 
let  the  case  go  by  default  or  would 
deliberately  handle  it  in  such  a  way 
that  it  was  sure  to  be  decided  against 
him.  I  know  the  sophistry  that  will 
be  advain-ed  in  some  quarters  agains*^ 
such  a  course.  With  Lincoln  it  was 
not  a  matter  for  argument.    It  was 


He  was  a  power  in  the  courtroonu 


That  he  survived  shows  his  hardy 
mental  and  physical  constitntion.  Dur- 
ing ills  luifortnnate  mercantile  experi- 
ence be  also  read  Blackstone.  Inter- 
his  law  with  gingham,  coffee 
tea,  tobacco,  sorting  out  the  mail— 
for  be  was  also  postmaster— talking 
politics  and  telling  the  inevitable  sto- 
ry. 

He  also  read  other  law  books  pre- 
sumably, although  the  requirements 
for  adnii.ssion  to  the  bar  at  that  early 
day  were  not  remarkably  stiff.  It  is 
on  record,  however,  that  he  pursued 
his  studies  while  surveying  and  dur- 
ing his  early  service  in  tht  legislature: 
also  while  practicing  In  the  justice 
court 

Lincoln  a  thorough  stad«it,  al- 
though he  did  not  probe  tor  prece- 
dents so  much  as  most  lawyers.  He 

was  strongest  In  a  case  that  involved 
abstract  justice,  that  required  original 
reasoning  and  that  hinged  on  some 
question  of  moral  law  or  human  rights. 
At  such  times  he  was  invincible.  He 
would  also  read  up  his  case  In  tbe 
books  if  necessary,  but  he  could  not 
successfully  turn  bis  face  to  the  past 
and  depend  on  the  dictum  of  dead 
men.  He  was  a  great  Jury  lawytt,  but 
his  numerous  victories  in  tbe  snpreme 
court  of  IlllBols  testified  tiiat  he  was 
likewise  sQccsssfol  before  Judges. 

One  of  the  most  ^onspicnons  of  LI:^ 
c<^'s  characteristics  was  his  neglect 
'of  the  trivial  and  inconsequential. 
Mere  formal  things  did  not  Interest 
him.  The  nonessential  he  brushed 
aside  as  though  it  did  not  exist.  Point 
after  point  he  conceded  as  of  no  Im- 
portance. He  drove  straight  to  the 
heart  of  the  question,  and  there  he 
won  his  fight  if  at  alL  He  found  the 
nub  of  the  matter,  and  there  he  hung. 
Nobody  could  be  more  firm  and  un- 


simply  a  physical  and  moral  impossi- 
bility for  him  to  stand  for  a  thing  be 
thought  unjust.  It  inhered  In  his  very 
heart  and  soul.  The  lies  of  ten  million 
sophists  and  special  pleaders  could 
not  have  changed  him. 

We  need  Uncolns  In  tbe  profusion 
of  law  today.  Hort  of  tbe  tmst  evils 
of  this  ooantiy  are  concocted  by  cor- 
poratloa  attor&cys  vnder  tbe  plea  that 
they  canjwU  their  talents  to  the  high- 
est b'^j;  _  and  must  be  loyal  to  their 
client,  even  though  his  crimes  be  m 
black  as  night.  And  do  they  owe  no 
loyalty  to  the  state  that  licenses  them 
to  practice  or  to  the  court  of  justice  of 
which  they  are  quasi  officials?  Lin- 
coln was  eternally  right,  and.  whether 
It  takes  a  hundred  or  a  thousand  years, 
the  world  and  lawyers  themselves  will 
finally  ackn'^wledge  that  he  was  right 
Tbe  lawyer  has  a  dnty  to  his  client, 
but  he  also  has  a  duty  to  society  and 
to  Jnstice.  Tbe  state  licenses  him  to 
practice  that  lie  may  ftirther  justice 
and  prevent  crime.  He  cannot  do  this 
by  keeping  criminals  out  of  Jail  and 
by  aiding  corporations  to  evade  the 
law.  Much  of  the  bribery  of  today 
goes  to  lawyer  legislators  and  other 
ofl^cials  in  the  way  of  retainers.  Many 
of  tlio  most  injurious  lobbyists  are 
lawyers  w  ho  cover  their  nefarious  and 
treasonable  pursuit  under  the  cloak  of 
their  calling.  The  law  is  a  high  and 
holy  profession.  Rightiy  construed, 
there  is  none  of  a  secular  natare  that 
Is  higher  or  whiter.  Bbt  it  is  time  the 
thieves  were  scourged  from  the  legal 
temple.  This  task  should  be  perform- 
ed by  high  minded  and  right  hearted 
lawyers  themselves.  Oh,  for  a  million 
Llncolns  in  the  law  today! 

The  great  emancipator  was  likewise 
a  peacemaker.  His  first  effort  was  to 
have  his  cases  settied  out  of  court  If 


be  could  bclBg  tbe  contending  pitrties 
together  and  have  them  adjust  their 
qualrrel,  even  though  he  lost  a  case 
and  a  fee,  be  seemed  entirely  Laptiy  at

When  there  was  serious  business  on 
hand  no  one  could  be  in  more  deadly 
earnest  than  Lincoln.    He  was  a  close 
reasoner  and  one  whose  logical  force 
I  was  feared  by  every  antagonist.  If 
he  indulged  in  a  story  at  all  in  his 
,  argument  it  was  only  to  illustrate  a 
i  point  or  drive  home  a  principle.  Lin- 
cola  told  stories  as  other  men  take  up 
pastimes  and  dissipations.  They  were 
his  cards,  his  drink,  likewise  his  es- 
cape from  labor  and  worry.   Be  was 
a  social  soul,  snd  tbey  bound  blm  to 
bis  kind.   He  in  a  way  was  something 
of  a  preacher,  and  tbey  helped  give  his 
lessons  and  suijur  coat  his  sermons. 
Such  sermons  as  he  did  preach  were 
for  the  most  part  concealed  and  were 
hence  all  the  more  effective.   The  mor- 
al that  is  thru.'^t  forward  too  promi- 
nently may  arouse  antagonism  instead 
of  winning  unconsclou.s  assent  Lin- 
coln knew  how  to  win  people  to  truth 
rather  than  drive  them  to  It  His 
moral  nature  was  conspicuous,  but  not 
harsh.     He  taught  by  parable  and 
merciful  example  rather  than  by  the 
big  stt^k.    His  sphrit  belonged  to  the 
!  school  of  the  Nazarene  rather  than  to 
I  that  of  Caesar. 

He  was  a  most  successful  cross  ques- 
tioner, but  resorted  to  none  of  the 
'  contemptible  habits  of  badgering  and 
!  browbe.iting  witnesses.  Rather  he 
won  the  confidcn.-e  of  the  one  he  was 
quesfioniug  until  the  truth  would 
come  out  in  spite  of  prearranged  plans 
to  conceal  it  No  man  was  more  piti- 
less to  sham  and  deceit,  but  the  mere- 
ly timid  or  confused  bad  nothing  to 
fear  from  him.  He  was  gentie  with 
the  weak  and  used  bis  great  strength 
only  on a  deliberate  rogue  or  on 
an  aqtagonlst  of  his  own  size.  He 
was  seldom  angry,  but  at  such  times 
was  said  to  be  terrifying  and  almost 
unearthly  in  his  wrath,  a  veritable  lion 
of  men.  * 
Lincoln  the  lawyer  should  become  a 
type  to  his  own  profession.  The  more 
lawyers  study  his  career,  his  spirit, 
his  methods  and  his  ethical  standards, 
the  more  they  will  see  the  rlghtness 
and  greatness  of  the  man.  From  my 
viewpoint  practically  bis  every  atti- 
tude ia^one  needed  by  the  profession 
now  and  for  all  time.  His  refusal  to 
take  an  unjust  case,  his  efforts  as  a 
peacemaker,  bis  frowning  down  on  all 
attempts  to  "cook  up"  suits,  his  lack 
of  commercialism,  his  dependence  on 
right  and  original  reasoning  rather 
than  on  precedent,  his  driving  straight 
to  the  root  of  a  case  and  brushing 
aside  the  nonessentials,  his  courteous, 
sympathetic  but  effective  treatment  of 
witnesses  and,  above  all.  his  high  ideal 
of  his  calling— all  these  things.  It 
seems  to  me,  should  be  held  aloft  as 
models  to  every  lawyer  In  the  land. 
That  he  should  be  so  ma4e  a  stabdaid 
and  example  is  a  thing  that  Interests 
not  only  lawyers,  but  aU  dttasM.  So 
long  as  the  corpovatlMi  attorney,  the 
lawyer  lobbyist  and  tbe  legal  protect- 
or and  sometimes  abettoc  of  criminals 
is  In  our  mld.st  so  long  will  these  burn- 
ing questions  be  before  every  commu- 
nity. The  lawyer  Is  licensed  by  soci- 
ety and  owes  his  first  duty  to  the 
power  that  made  him  It  Is  time  that 
we  looked  at  this  matter  as  it  is  and 
settled  it  according  to  God's  truth  and 
not  according  to  man  made  fictions. 

At  one  time  Mr.  Lincoln  went  to 
Cincinnati  to  try  a  noted  case,  where 
he  met  Edwin  M.  Stanton  and  other 
legal  luminaries  ttom  tbe  east  His 
own  part  in  the  tri^  iras  not  conspic- 
uous, but  be  carried  from  tbe  Ohio 
city  at  least  one  great'  resolve.  He 
saw  that  the  college  bred  lawyers  were 
traveling  west  and  be  determined  to 
be  ready  and  worthy  to  meet  them. 
"I  am  going  home  to  study  law,"  said 
this  seasoned  attorney,  who  was  al- 
ready the  senior  lawyer  In  his  judicial 
circuit. 

This  was  no  weakling,  content  with 
mediocre  success,  but  one  who  would 
measure  with  the  best 

Lincoln  the  lawyer  showed  the  same 
hatred  of  injustice  and  the  same  op- 
position to  those  who  live  in  the  sweat 
Of  other  men's  faces  that  were  in  evi- 
dence throughout  his  career.  He  Was 
never  so  happy  as  when  righting  some 
wrong,  defending  the  weak  against  the 
powerfm  Wf  defeating  some  grasping 
scoundrel  who  was  trying  to  grind  the  | 
faces  of  the  poor.  lie  never  stmk  the 
man  in  the  lawyer.  His  hardships 
made  him  a  friend  of  those  who  toil. 

This  made  the  people  trust  him.  These 
rame  qualities  that  drew  to  him  the 
love  of  the  masses  in  the  beginning 
have  held  and  increased  that  love  to 
ihia  day.  There  was  nothing  in  him  to 
appeal  to  the  selflsb  rlansos  or  the 
predatory  interests.  The  liberator  has 
never  aroused  any  very  genuine  love 
from  this  source.  These  people  are 
not  In  ftiTor  of  freeing  slaves,  either 
bond  slaves  or  wage  slaves.  It  Inter- 
feres with  their  business.  So  what- 
ever adulation  of  Lincoln  there  comes 
from  these  high  and  mighty  quarters 
Is  mostly  lip  service,  given  l)ecause  his 
praise  is  in  fashion.  Not  but  what  be 
has  qualities  which  would  melt  even 
the  hard  hearts  of  the.dollar  worship- 
ers. Yet  if  they  knew  Just  what  be 
thought  of  them  and  of.  their  kind, 
either  they  weul^  have  a  poonr  opin- 
ton  of  him  or  of  themsdTes. 


THREE  EMRRES. 


Qevsmments  That  Practically  Sprang 
Into  Being  Ovsmight.  ->  •.. 

Prior  to  Jan.  18,  1871,  the.  German 
enq;>lre,  as  we  know  it  today,  bad  no 
existence.'  Instead  it  was  a  Jumble 
of  kbigdoms,  states^  duelile%  grand 
duchies  and  prlncipsltties,  all  Joined 
together  by  a  like  language  and  com- 
mon political  aspirations,  it  is  true,  but 
otherwise  (juite  separate  and  distinct 

Then  came  the  historic  ceremony  in 
the  Hall  of  Mirrors  at  Versailles.  Par- 
is had  just  been  captured  by  King 
William  of  Prussia,  and  it  was  held  to 
be  a  fitting  time  and  place  to  proclaim 
him  tbe  first  Oerman  emperor.  Never 
since  the  dawn  of  history  was  an  em- 
pire born  more  dramatically. 

By  a  strange  irony  of  fate,  too,  its 
birth  took  place  amid  tbe  ruins  of  the 
French  empire,  Its^  tbe  creation  of  a 
day,  or,  rather,  to  be  tttieOj  accurate, 
of  a  night  France  went  to  bed  on  the 
evening  of  Dec.  1,  1851,  a  republic. 
When  it  awoke  next  morning  it  was 
an  empire.  During  the  hours  of  dark- 
ness Paris  had  been  occupied  by 
troops,  and  the  prince-president  had 
become  Napoleon  III. 

Equally  sudden  and  almost  as  sensa- 
tional in  its  way  was  the  birth  of  the 
modem  Greek  empire.  After  the  yoke 
of  tbe  Turks  had  been  thrown  off  In 
tbe  war  of  independence  the  country 
became  a  republic.  But  the  people 
Bo<m  tired  of  that  democratic  form  of 
gevemment  and  promptiy  proceeded 
to  assassinate  their  first  anS  only  pres- 
ident Then  they  met  togfetbor,  elect- 
ed a  king  imd  settled  themselves  down 
to  be  ruled  Iqr  blm  In  a  qotte  orderly 
and  contented  f!MbliNi<--0an  Ftanclseo 
Chronicle.  ' ' 
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ITHAT  CONSERVATION  MEANS. 


**For  the  prevention  of  waste  the 
most  effective  means  will  be  found  in 
tte  increase  and  ^Kffnsion  of  know- 
ledge, from  which  iit  sure  to  result 
/xtn  aroused  public  sentiment  demand- 
ing prevention.'' 

This  is  the  most  certain  indication 
of  it.s  jiulgroent  upon  its  future  use- 
fulness jjiesented  in  the  first  report 
^  mi  the  National  Conservation  Com- 
mission whieh  the  President  trans- 
mitted to  Congress  the  «tber  day.  The 
s:q;»ort  is  merely  a  rough  estimate 
-of  the  natural  resources  of  the 
country,  ('ouj)le<l  witli  an  e»iually 
rough  outline  of  the  principal  chan- 
nels through  whikh  oar  appalling 
•waste  passes.  Yet  rough  as  it  is,  it 
is  a  tremendous  piece  o£  work.  It 
^  nters  upon  absolutely  new  statistical 
territory,  in  many  cases,  and  as  a 
Avhole  has  no  existent  basis  upon 
which  to  shape  itself. 

At  random  we  take  a  few  of  its 
Iriefly  stated  yet  immensely  signifi- 
emit  facts: 

Onr  coal  supply  wiU  approach  de- 
«  jdetion  before  the  middle  of  the  next 
century. 

High-grade  iron  ores  cannot  be  ex- 
pected to  last  beyond  the  middle  of 
the  present  eentury,  nor  will  petro- 
leum last  longer.  ' 

The  waste  in  the  extraction  and 
tnt&tment  of  mineral  products  in  1907 
"was  equivalent  to  more  than  $300,- 
©00,000. 

The  average  yield  of  wheat  in  the 

United  Sttites  is  less  than  14  busliels 
per  acre,  in  Germany,  28  bushels  and 
in  England  32  bushels. 

The  greatest  unnecessa^  loss  of 
our  soil  is  preventable  erosion.  Sec- 
ond only  to  this  is  the  waste,  nonuse 
aaft  misuse  of  f ertiHser  derived  from 
tudmals  and  men. 

Oud  wild  game  and  fur-beariug  an- 
imals have  been  largely  exterminated. 
With  game  birds  the  story  is  much 
^e  same. 

Not  less  than  :)0,000,000  acres  of 
forest  is  burned  over  yeai^y. 

One-fourth  of  the  standing  timber 
.  .is  lost  in  logging.  The  boxing  of 
long-leaf  pine  for  turpentine  has  de- 
.ililxeyed  one-fifth  of  the  forests  work- 
^^d.  The  loss  in  the  mill  is  from  one- 
third  to  two-thirds  of  the  timber 

Of  each  1,000  feet  wliieh  stood  in 
the  forest  an  average  of  only  320  feet 
of  lumbe):  is  used. 

By  reasonable  thrift  we  can  pro- 
duce a  constant  timber  sujiply  beyond^ 
our  present  needs,  and  with  it  con- 
serve the  usefulness  of  onr  streams 
for  irrigation,  water  supply,  naviga- 
tion and  power. 

These  facts  and  figures  are  of  such 
elenientiil  bi^rness  ih^t  it  seems  al- 


is  to  be  ihs  l^oil^  of  thf  c;>.i:iaii.>si». 
in  t^  f imiH.  Its  ^[jetftflc  plans  for 
conserva-tion  leirislation  it  will  draw 
up  and  present  as  rapidly. as  may  be, 
but  il«cording  to  its  own  words  edu- 
cation of  the  public  is  to  be  its  eon- 
tinuous  task.  In  other  words  conser- 
vation meaasi  information/  ' 

This  definition  we  believe  to  be  the 
true  one.  The  country  has  never 
thought  of  the  need  of  saving  its 
natural  resources  nor  has  it  .  been 
aware  that  its  proeess^is  of  produc- 
tion and  manufacture  have  -  been 
wasteful.  The  commission  mns^  sim- 
ply take-  up  the  slow  task  of  e^ah- 
lishing  newer  and  better  standards. 
That  Cougre.ss  will  have  the  hardi- 
hood to  refuse  the  paltry  ^0,000 
vhieh  the  President  asks  for  the  im- 
jediato  prosecution  of  this  object 
;s  unthinkable.

Th^  Viliag*  Improvsmant  Societies 
Are  Always  Working  to  Beautify  the 
Town— Their  Activities  Quite  Di- 
verstfied-^at^iii  but  Wide  Awake. 

Nature  and  man  have  joined  effort  to 
make  Wellesley.  Mass.,  one  of  the 
most  beautiful  suburban  towns  In  the 
United  States.  Abrupt  hills,  flo^wlng 
brooks,  placid  ponds  and^a  charming 
lake,  with  many  a  noble  tree  and  a 
wealth  of  the  green  things  of  earth, 
are  the  contribntlons  of  nature  which 
nzan  has  molded  and  directed  to  thake 
of  a  hannouious  whole  in  which 
the  modem  h(juse  of  wood  or  the  vine 
clad  stone  looiis  at  home. 

It  is  an  imi»ortant  item  in  the  daily 
concerns  of  the  Wellesley  inhabitant, 
this  thought  of  the  beauty  of  his 
town. '  There  Is  no  listen tion  on  his 
part  to  wake  Up  some  day  and  find 
that  unsightly  buHdings  bate  replaced 
the  elms  and  pines  that  now  Adorn  the 
wide  streets  and  cover  the/hill  8lo|>e6 
where  pretty  .homes  nestle.  There  Is  a 
passion  for 'tbe -good  things  pf  nature 
among  the  dwellesa  In  this  c<dlege 
town,  and  they  let  slip  no  opportunity 
to  get  another  t-hance  at  the  open  air 
of  heaven  or  to  direct  the  energies  of 
those  ubo  would  build  a  ."real  prac- 
tical jre  or  office"  where  nature 
has  ■    '.erto  had  her  way  unhampered. 

Th'  e  are  three  village  improvement 
soc!r*'eR  in  Wellesley.  with  Its  6,188  in- 
habiiants,  of  whom  1,000  are  college 
students.  These  societies  have  not  ex- 
pected to  make  the  town  perfect  all  at 
once  along  alt  Itnea  or  any  lines.  They 
are  patient,  but  always  wide  awake 
and  pushing  some  new  Improvement, 
says  the  Boston  Herald.  The  latest 
stv-^p  has  l>een  the  campaign  of  the 
Fr.lls  and  Hills  Village  Improvement 
society  to  secure  the  purchase  of  the 
Elm  Park  hotel  property,  so  that  the 
sonare  at  Wellesley  Hills  may  be 
ir.v.de  of  a  beauty  that  will  accord 
with  the  rest  of  the  town. 

The  activities  of  these  societies  are 
quite  diversified.  They  have  secured 
tbo  adoption  of  an  attractive  street 
sign,  of  which  many  have  already  been 
set  up,  and  have  planted  and  secured 
the  planting  of  Irandreda  of  street  ^ees. 
They  provided  free  of  ^harge  plans 
for  a  ne^  telephmie  building  at  Wel- 
lesley Hills  square.  Many  small  im- 
provements have  been  secured  by  then* 
in  the  lighting  and  care  of  railrr 
stations  and  grounds  and  the  handling 
of  carriages  at  the  stations.  They  have 
issued  a  pamphlet  on  the  planting  and 
care  of  trees.  The  tree  warden  of 
Wellesley  is  a  man  of  meatis,  who  does 
the  work  for  love  of  It.  These  militant 
societies  preach  In  general  and  In  par- 
ticular in  the  local  paper.  They  liave 
started  a  system  of  removing  aabea 
and  rubbifdi.     ■  » 

Welleeley'a  real  estate  and  personal 
property  have  a  taxed.value  of  $18,352.-

Thia  playground  is  ever  the  atone 
fence  Just  off  Washington  street  Wel- 
lesley*s  principal  artery  of  commerce. 
It  Is  laid  out  in  ball  fields,  tennis  courts 
;;nd  gridirons,  the  whole  being  a  strik- 
ing example  of  good  caretaklng. 

The  town  Itself  has  taken  many 
acres  of  land  along  I'uller  brook,  be- 
tween Wellesley  Hills  and  Wellesley, 
vvliich  ill  course  of  time  will  be  devel- 
oped into  a  parkway.  This  parkway 
will  extend  from  Wellesley  Hills 
square  to  the  Charles  river,  at  the 
southwesterly  part  of  the  town,  a  dis- 
tance of  three  miles.

I  was  born  on  the  14th  of  Novem- 
ber, 1852,  aud  joined  the  16th  Kas- 
sas  Vol  Cavalry  in  March  1863  and 
was  nui>tcred  out  on  the  2Gth  day  of 
December,  1865.  8o  you  see  I  have 
Mr.  CConneU  beattn  fourteen 
months. 

When  my  Company  was  mustered 
in  at  Leavensworth  City,  Kansas,  the 
officer  told  me  I  was  too  young  and 
made  rae  stand  aside;  and  after  the 
rest  of  the  Company  was  mustered  in, 
I  still  insisted  on  going  and  being  of 
unusual  size  and  vitality,  I  finally 
succeeded.  And  after  fighting  the 
Jameses,  Youngers,  Quantf^al,  Price 
Marmaduke  and  Joe  Shelby,  in  Mis- 
souri and  Arkansas,  we  then  went  in- 
to the  territories  of  Wyoming  aud 
North  aud  South  Dakotas  on  horse- 
back and  fought  the  Suoix  and  Chey- 
enne Indians.  In  fact,  we  were 
fighting  all  the  time.  And  in  the  bat- 
tle of  Xewtony,  Missouri,  every  man 
in  our  Comj>any  was  shot  in  fifteen 
minutes,  njyseif  with  the  others. 

I  was  a  bugler  of  my  Company, 
and  afterwards  pro^aoted  to  Chief 
Bugler.
